COPY of TREASURY MINUTE, dated 19th July 1822. 

M Y LORDS having read the Act 3d Geo. IV. c. 56, for regulating the several 
offices relating to the Receipt of the Exchequer in Ireland, also the Report 
of the Vice Treasurer of Ireland as to the mode of carrying into effect the objects 
of this Act; and having given the most attentive consideration to the business as 
* now conducted in the several branches of the Exchequer in Ireland, and being 
strongly impressed with the advantages that must arise by making a new arrange- 
ment thereof, as well with'^VT Cw"Wr'B t m p l i fy . nod , ftojila t^femode of issuing and 
accounting for the Income of the country arising in Ireland, aTTtrthe-^egdng such 
economical reductions as may not be incompatible with a due discharge of the 
important duties attached to this department of the Public Service, are of opinion 
that the offices of Auditor General and Clerk of the Pells in Ireland shall be 
abolished from the 10th day of October 1822 ; and that from and after that 
period, the duties heretofore performed by those officers shall be executed in the 
office of the Vice Treasurer in the manner herein directed. 

These duties may be classed under the four following Heads : 

1st. — Receipt. 

2d. — Expenditure. 

3d. — Account. 

4th. — Correspondence . 



1st. — R eceipt. 

All Receipts into the Exchequer, whether on account of Revenue, repayment of 
Balances, or other monies due to the Public, or for Loans or Exchequer Bills, or 
anv casualty, shall be paid into the Bank of Ireland to the credit of the Teller of 
the Exchequer ; and the Cashier of the Bank will give t 9 the party lodging the 
money a receipt, making the Bank accountable for that sum, in the account of the 
Teller of the Exchequer, and this receipt being produced to the feller of the 
Exchequer, he shall prepare an Exchequer Receipt stating the amount, and for what 
account the same is paid, which he shall send to the Vice Treasurer s office, to be 
there entered, and the amount charged to the Teller, and the same shall not be a 
complete acquittance to the party till countersigned by the Vice Treasurer or his 
deputy. 

The Receipts of each week shall be checked by the Account of the Bank of 
Ireland, weekly furnished to the Vice Treasurer.

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2d. — E xpenditure. 

The Expenditure may be classed under three general Heads : 
ist.— Permanent charges on the Consolidated Fund. 

2 d. The Military Establishment in Ireland as annually provided for 
by Parliament. 

3^- — Civil Services as annually granted by Parliament. 

Permanent charges on the Consolidated Fund charged thereon by permanent 
Acts of Parliament which are payable at fixed periods, or arise from incidental 
services required to be performed and disbursed by the said Acts, and are as 
follows : 

Interest and Annuities on Funded Debt; Sinking Fund and Management- 
Interest on Exchequer Bills ; Civil List ; County Infirmaries ; Police Establish- 
ment; Inspector. General of Prisons ; Imprest Office, Civil and Military; Annuities 
and Compensation Allowances; Judges Augmentation Salaries, &c. ; Compensa- 
tion to Judges and Law Officers in lieu of Fees ; Board of Education ; Treasury 
Fee Fund, Salaries, Annuities, &c. ; Secret Service in detecting Treasonable Con- 
spiracies, & c. ; Transportation of Felons ; Carriage of Army Ba<™aee 

The Interest and Annuities on the Public Funded Debt shall,°as at present be 
made up half yearly by the Loan Clerk, and checked by the proper officer in’ the 
Bank of Ireland, and transmitted thence to the Vice Treasurer, who shall examine 
and certify the same to the Lord Lieutenant, in order that he may issue his warrant 
to the Vice Treasurer, who shall deliver to the Bank of Ireland his warrant on the 
leller to pay the same. 

The Sinking Fund, with the Salaries of the Secretary and Broker, to be certified by 
the Commissioners for the Reduction of the National Debt, which shall be examined 
and certified by the Vice Treasurer to the Lord Lieutenant, in order that he may 
issue his warrant to the Vice Treasurer, who shall deliver his warrants to the Bank 
or Ireland, in like manner as for interest.

Under 
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Under the second general head of Expenditure the future mode of paying the 
Military Establishment in Ireland shall be as follows : 

The Secretary at War being in possession of several branches of the Military 
Establishment in Ireland shall, as often as may be necessary, transmit to the Vice 
Treasurer in Ireland a Statement of the Amount payable to the several individuals 
entitled to pay or allowances from the Military Establishment in Ireland, and of 
such sum or sums as may be required from time to time to subsist and pay 
the Land Forces, in order that he may move the Lord Lieutenant for an issue 
or issues. 

That, for the troops serving in Ireland, the several regimental agents shall, 
monthly, or as often as necessary, make application to the Secretary at War in 
Great Britain for such sums of money as shall be required for the subsistence and 
allowances to such regiments, which pay and allowances he will, by his warrants 
addressed to the Vice Treasurer, require him to pay. 

That, on receipt of the Secretary at War’s Statement, the Vice Treasurer shall 
move the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland for his warrant, requiring an issue from the 
monies remaining in the Bank of Ireland of such sums as will be necessary to 
discharge such pay and allowances as appear in the Secretary at War’s Statements. 
Whereupon the Lord Lieutenant may issue his warrant, directing a sufficient sum 
to be placed to the credit of the Vice Treasurer as Paymaster of the Military 
Establishment in Ireland. 

That the Vice Treasurer shall by his Draft on the Bank of Ireland pay to the 
army agents, and to the several individuals, or their agents, the pay and allow- 
ances authorized by the Secretary at War’s Statement or Warrants, taking their 
receipt for the same. 

The Vice Treasurer to deduct from such pay and allowances the fees here- 
tofore taken on such payments in the offices of the Auditor and Teller of the 
Exchequer. 

The fees so deducted to beat the close of each quart ei ^ ai iHatajhe Bank of 
Ireland, to the credit of the Teller of the Exchequer, and carried to the cre'dif'trf the 
Consolidated Fund as Treasury Fees. 

The monies required by the Barrack, Commissariat, and Ordnance Departments, 
shall be issued under warrants of this Board addressed to the Vice Treasurer, who 
will issue his Warrant to the Teller of the Exchequer, requiring him to have such 
sums transferred from his account in the Bank of Ireland to the account of the 
Barrack, Commissariat, or Ordnance Department respectively, and each depart- 
ment shall make its own payments. 

The Issues for the Extraordinary Expenses of the Army, or any Military 
Expense arising out of any sudden emergency, may be issued on the warrant of the 
Lord Lieutenant, directed to the Vice Treasurer, who shall issue his order on the 
Teller (as in ordinary cases) for the payment of the same, transmitting by the first 
post copies of such warrants to the Treasurer and Secretary at W ar, requiring 
their sanction to the issue, which shall be annexed to the Lord Lieutenant’s 
Warrant. 

With regard to the measures which it may be expedient to adopt for regulating 
that branch of the Military Department now executed by the Commissioners ot 
Military Accounts. — It appears to my Lords unnecessary to make any alteration 
in the present Establishment of this Department until the 5th day of January 
1824, by which time my Lords trust, that the principal part of the present arrear 
of accounts will be disposed of; and should that not be the case, they will consider 
whether the remnant of those arrears may not be transferred for final settlement 
to the Commissioners of Civil Audit. My Lords further direct, that from and 
after the 24th day of December 1822, all the duties now performed by the Com- 
missioners of Military Accounts, and the Muster Masters General, shall be executed 
in the office of the Secretary at War in Great Britain. 

My Lords further direct, that the Vice Treasurer shall, previous to the 25th day 
of March in each year, transmit his accounts for the year ending on the preceding 
24th day of December, accompanied by the necessary vouchers', to the Commis- 
sioners for Auditing the Public Accounts of Great Britain, by whom the same are 
to be audited; and that the military agents in Ireland shall from time to time 
furnish their accounts and vouchers to the Secretary at War for examination and 
audit, according to the course of practice in Great Britain. 

100. Civil 
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Civil Services annually granted by Parliament. 

For the payment of the grants annually made by Parliament for Public Boards 
Public Hospitals and Schools, Miscellaneous Services and Civil Contingences, the 
Lord Lieutenant will issue his Warrant on the Vice Treasurer, who in conformity 
thereto shalt draw his order on the Teller for the payment. 

My Lords direct, that in all cases where the Vice Treasurer makes his order 
for payment on the Teller, such order shall be accompanied by the warrant or 
authority on which it shall have been made, whereon the Teller is to enter the 
number, date, and amount of his draft on the Bank of Ireland, which draft, as 
hereinbefore prescribed, he is to transmit to the Vice Treasurer for his counter- 
signature, and the Teller is to retain the Vice Treasurer’s payment-order as his 
voucher for the payment, and return to the Vice Treasurer the warrant or authority 
on which such order has been made. 



3d. — A ccount. 

By 56th Geo. III. c. 98, which directs the appointment of a Vice Treasurer in 
Ireland, he is required to prepare an account of all the warrants which shall have 
passed through his office within the year, distinguishing the different heads of 
Public Expenditure ; the same to be laid before each House of Parliament. 

He is further required by the said Act to audit, examine, and sign the quarterly 
accounts of the receipts, issues, and remains of the Exchequer of Ireland, and to 
transmit abstracts of the same to this Board. 

And by the Minute of this Board of the 23d day of July 1819, he is required' 
weekly to furnish to their Lordships a comparative view of the revenues paid 
into the Exchequer, as formerly done by the Revenue Clerk under the Irish 
Treasury Board. 

My Lords in addition direct, that from the abolition of the Auditor General’s 
Office all accounts kept and transmitted by that officer shall in like manner be kept 
and transmitted by the Vice Treasurer, in addition to the accounts required of him 
by the 56th Geo. III. c. 98, subject to such improvements and alterations as shall 
from time to time be ordered by their Lordships. 

He shall weekly and quarterly make an abstract of the receipts, issues, and 
remains in the Exchequer in Ireland, and compare the same with the Teller of the 
Exchequer, and transmit a copy thereof to their Lordshios, agreeable to their 
Minute of the 3d May 1822. 

He shall quarterly' make an account of the net produce of the Consolidated Fund 
paid into the Exchequer in Ireland, and the permanent charge thereon. 

Also an account of all sums issued out of the growing produce of the Consolidated 
Fund arising in Ireland for the Public Service in Ireland. 

And also the particulars of Imprest Monies repaid into the Exchequer in Ireland, 
and other monies received for the Public, which accounts shall be transmitted to 
their Lordships within ten days after the expiration of each quarter. 

He shall also prepare quarterly an account of the Funded Debt in Ireland, with 
the annual charge thereon, which he shall transmit to the Commissioners for 
redeeming the National Debt, at their office in London. 

He shall as soon as posssible after the expiration of each year, ending the 
5th of January, prepare and transmit to their Lordships, in triplicate, the following 
Accounts, to be incorporated into the general Finance Accounts of the United 
Kingdom. 

An Account, with Appendixes, of all Sums paid into the Exchequer in Ireland, 
on account of the Public Income : 

An Account of the net Proceeds of the Consolidated Fund paid into the 
Exchequer in Ireland, and the permanent charge thereon : 

An Account of the Public Expenditure in Ireland, with Appendixes : 

An Account of the Funded Debt in Ireland, with the annual charge thereon : 
n Account of the Unfunded Debt and Demands outstanding, with Appendixes : 

An 
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An Account showing how the Monies granted for the Service of the year have 
been disposed of, distinguished under the several heads. 

He shall also furnish all Accounts relating to the Treasury Department in Ireland, 
which shall be ordered by either House of Parliament during any session. 

And the Vice Treasurer is hereby directed to receive from the Auditor of the 
Exchequer and Clerk of the Pells all books or records of accounts relating to 
the Income or Expenditure of the Exchequer in Ireland ; and further to receive 
from the Auditor General the Rolls of forfeited Lands and other records connected 
with the King's Quit and Crown Rents. And for the purpose of arranging and 
safe keeping of the same, as well as for the furnishing of translated copies of the said 
Rolls and Records to all such persons as shall be entitled to demand them, he shall 
appoint an officer especially for that duty. 



4th. — CoRRESPO NDEN CE. 



As the correspondence of the Vice Treasurer’s department will arise out of 
circumstances attending the execution of the duties required of him, particular rules 
cannot be laid down, except the general rule of registering all letters or commu- 
nications addressed to him, and taking an official copy of all memorials, letters or 
communications written by him or by his order. 



And my Lords, taking further into consideration the great additional labour that 
must accrue in the office of the Vice Treasurer by having the whole of the duties 
now performed by the Auditor General and Clerk of the Pells transferred to that 
department, and the great additional responsibility attached to the performance of 
those duties, are of opinion that six clerks will be necessary in addition to its 
present establishment; my Lords are therefore pleased to direct that the establish- 
ment of the Vice Treasurer’s department shall consist of nine clerks ; viz. ist senior, 
2d ditto : ist assistant, Ath ditto: ist junior. 2d ditto, 3d ditto ; 

together with such allowances for length of service as are seTfmth-mjfegjr Lordships 
Minute of 10th August last. 



In the appointment of these additional officers my Lords further direct, with 
a view both to economy and efficiency, that they shall be selected, as far as prac- 
ticable, from the offices which are to be discontinued. 



And with respect to the particular duties to be performed individually by these 
officers, their Lordships will not give any special directions, but will leave to the 
Vice Treasurer the distribution of those duties amongst the several clerks, in such 
manner as may from time to time appear to him to be most conducive to the 
efficient despatch of business. 



With respect to the regulation of the office of Teller of the Exchequer iu Ireland, 
the duties thereof are henceforth to be executed in person, which my Lords direct 
to be performed by an establishment of three clerks under the Teller, at such salaries 
as shall be hereafter determined ; and he shall in all matters of receipt, issuing and 
accounting for the public money placed to his credit, conform to and obey such 
orders as shall be directed to him by the Lords Commissioners ot His Majesty s 
Treasury. And my Lords will have under their further consideration the salaries 
to be allotted to the several officers appointed to execute the before-mentioned 
duties, and also the allowances t.o be made to those whose services may be no longer 



required. 

Transmit copy of this Minute to the Vice Treasurer of Ireland, and direct him 
to make an early Report on the arrangements necessary for carrying the above 
regulations into effect ; and acquaint him, that it is their Lordships earnest wish 
that no time may be lost in making his Report, in order that these arrangements 
may come into fall operation and effect from and after the 10th of October next.

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COPY of TREASURY MINUTE, dated 20th September 1822. 

Read letter from the Vice Treasurer of Ireland, dated Dublin, 14th Sept. 1 822 
adverting to one from my Lords of the 20th July last, with copy of my Lords 
Minute of igth July, directing a Report on the arrangements necessary for 
carrying the regulations ordered therein into effect, with a view to their coming into 
full operation from and after the 10th October next ; and reporting, that having 
given that Minute and the Act of the 3d of Geo. IV. c. 56, (upon which it is 
grounded,) the fullest consideration, he does not apprehend any serious difficulty in 
carrying my Lords regulations into effect ; and that he considers the establishment 
my Lords have allotted for the duties of the office may be sufficient thereto, provided 
the situations are filled by persons of sufficient diligence and due qualification. He 
therefore proposes to complete the establishment my Lords have authorized, by 
appointing to it the individuals according to a return which he transmits ; and has 
attended to my Lords directions in employing such as have been serving in the 
departments ordered to be discontinued. He states, that the Auditor General, 
Teller of the Exchequer, and the Clerk of the Pells, and the officers in those 
departments, are prepared for the changes directed to take place on 1 oth October ; 
and that he has made such arrangements generally as are calculated to ensure 
regularity in conducting the business. 

He also transmits a return of the establishment of the Teller’s Office, with 
copy of the authority by which Mr. Hume has been performing the duties of 
Teller in person since Mr. Neville’s death, under a security of 25,000/., which he 
is ready to continue, or increase in case he shall be continued in office ; and observes, 
that it will be requisite for my Lords to determine on the amount of security to be 
renewed, and to allot the salaries to be paid to the Teller and each of his clerks, to 
commence from 22d January 1822. 

He adverts to that part of my Lords Minute respecting the Rolls of forfeited 
Lands, and other recotds connected with them and the King’s Quit and Crown 
Rents, and observes, that this branch will require new regulations, which he 
requests further time to make, not only with a view to the preservation of these 
documents, but also to provide for the discharge of the duties in case of vacancy, 
which may be done without any additional expense, as the present salary of 140/. 
and fees will be sufficient to remunerate two officers. 

My Lords read the Act of the last session of Parliament, c. 56, for the regulation 
of the Exchequer Offices in Ireland, and the Minute of this Board, of the 19th July 
last, founded thereupon. 

My Lords approve of the proposed establishment of the office of Vice Treasurer 
from the 10th October 1822; and they are pleased to direct a warrant to be 
prepared for sanctioning the same, and for granting to the officers and clerks named 
therein the salaries specified in the column N° 1. of the Return, dated the 14th 
instant. For the reasons also stated by the Vice Treasurer in his Report and 
Return, my Lords are pleased to sanction the payment of the following personal 
allowances to the undermentioned officers ; viz. 

Mr. Thomas Haffield - - - - £. 200 per annum. 

Mr. John Barry - 441 _ 

Mr. R. F. Gregg - — 

Air. Dean Wilson 120 - 

The said allowances however to abate, or to be wholly discontinued in case of 
the promotion of the individuals now' enjoying them ; as it is their Lordships 
intention that the several officers should not continue to receive any greater part of 
these allowances than that which, together with their salaries upon the establishment, 
will make up the sum which jointly with those allowances they will receive imme- 
diately subsequent to the 10th October next. 

My Lords have also under their consideration the establishment which it may 
be proper to assign for the execution of the duty of the office of Teller of the Exche- 
quer, now vacant, and they are of opinion that the duties may be very satisfactorily 
performed by a principal and three clerks ; and having also under their consideration 
the extent and nature of the duties to be executed, and the responsibility of the trust 

reposed 
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reposed in these officers, they are of opinion that the salary of the Teller should be 
lixed at 1,000/. per annum, and that the salaries of the clerks should be fixed 
as follows : 

1st Clerk - £.300 

2d-------- - 200 

3d - - - 100 



Prepare Warrant creating and approving of this eslablishment,and directing these 
salaries to be payable to the persons who have respectively executed these offices 
from the 22d January last. 

My Lords are also pleased to direct a warrant to be prepared for appointing 
Arthur Hume, esq. to be Teller of the Exchequer in Ireland. 

With respect to the appointment of clerks in this office, my Lords are of opinion 
that, considering the responsibility for their conduct must be imposed upon the 
Teller, that he should have the appointment of all persons of this description, with 
this proviso only, that after the actual appointment of a clerk he should not be 
finally dismissed by the Teller without a special report of the nature of the miscon- 
duct for which the punishment is proposed to be inflicted, nor until he should 
receive their Lordships approbation. 

My Lords are further of opinion, that Mr. Hume the Teller should give security 
to the amount of 25,000/. for the faithful execution of the trust reposed in him ; 
and that the clerks in his office should, under the advice of the Law Officers of the 
Crown in Ireland, give such security, both to the Teller of the Exchequer, and to 
the Crown, as may, with reference to the trust reposed in them, and to the amount 
of their salaries, seem just and reasonable; my Lords will however require 
the opinion both of the Teller and the Vice Treasurer as to the amount of security 
to be required from these clerks. 

Write to Lord Roden, the Auditor of the Exchequer in Ireland, and to Earl 
Shannon, the Clerk of the Pells, transmitting to them the Act of the last Session 
of Parliament, cap, r-d^ake they ..will trans mit In mv Lords a n account of the 
emolument of their offices in each of the last three years, wiflrefa ^aflifi^tinn of 
the expenses defrayed thereout towards the execution of the duties, and also a list 
or account of the several persons employed in their respective departments whose 
services will be discontinued, specifying the name of the individual, the date of his 
original appointment, his age, and the amount of salary or emolument paid to each 
of these parties in each of the last three years, specifying the funds out of which 
such salaries or emoluments were paid, in order that my Lords may give the 
necessary directions and authority for the payment of the allowances to which these 
individuals may upon their retirement be considered as entitled. 

Transmit copy of the Act of the last Session, cap. 56, and of so much of the 
Minute of the 19th July last as relates to the Issues of Money for the service of 
the Barrack Department, Ordnance Department, and Commissariat Department, 
respectively, to those departments ; and call their particular attention to the mode 
in which the further issues for these departments are to be made, subsequently to 
the 1 oth October next, and desire they will address their application for the money 
which may be required for these services to this Board, in order that their Lord- 
ships may convey to the Vice Treasurer the requisite authority for making the 
issues, and that no inconvenience may arise to the Public Service therefrom. 

Transmit also copy of the said Act and Minute so far as the letter relates to 
the issue of money for Army Service, and to the examination of the ordinary 
accounts of the army to the Secretary at War, and desire he will give such 
directions as may be necessary for carrying the arrangement into effect so far as he 
is concerned. 

Transmit also copy of the said Act and Minute, and of this Minute, to 
Mr. Goulburn, and desire he will submit the same to the consideration of the Lord 
Lieutenant, and move him to give directions for carrying the proposed arrange- 
ment into effect, and request he will also move his Excellency to give directions to 
the Law Officers of the Crown in Ireland to take security from Mr. Hume to the 
amount of 25,000/. for the due and proper performance of the duties of his 
office. 

Transmit copy of this Minute to the Vice Treasurer of Ireland for his informa- 
tion and guidance, and desire he will, as early as possible, submit to my Lords a 
Report upon the last point named in his letter of the 14th ultimo, namely, as to 
10 °- the 
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the regulation which it may be necessary to make in regard to the Rolls of the for- 
feited Lands and other records ; desire he will also communicate with Mr. Hume, 
the Teller of the Exchequer, and report to my Lords the amount of security which 
it may be proper to require from his clerks, and desire he will suggest to my 
Lords any instructions which it may in his opinion be proper to give to Mr. Hume 
for the execution of the duties of his office. 

Write to Mr. Hume, acquainting him that my Lords have been pleased to appoint 
him to be the Teller of the Exchequer with a salary of 1,000/. per annum, and 
transmit to him a copy of so much of this Minute as relates to the establishment 
of his office, and desire he will communicate with the Vice Treasurer as to the 
security to be required from his clerks. 



COPY of TREASURY MINUTE, dated 3d January 1823. 

My Lords read the Act of the 57th Geo. III. c. 84, for the regulation of certain 
Exchequer Offices therein described ; by the 4th section of which Act it is pro- 
vided, that any Savings which may arise by the regulations of the said offices should 
be paid into the Exchequer, and carried to the Consolidated Fund. 

My Lords also read the Act of the 3d year of the reign of his present Majesty, 
authorizing this Board to regulate the Exchequer Offices in Ireland therein 
described, and to grant Compensations, chargeable upon the Consolidated Fund, 
to such Officers or Clerks whose services might he discontinued, as they might 
deem proper. 

My Lords read their Minute of the 19th July last, directing the offices of the 
Auditor General and Clerk of the Pells in Ireland to be discontinued from the 
10th October last; and making arrangements for the execution of the business 
heretofore performed by them, by the office of the Vice-Treasurer. 

My Lords resume the consideration of a Representation from the Vice-Treasurer 
of Ireland, dated the 14th September last, in regard to the Establishment of his 
own office, and also of the office of the Teller of the Exchequer. 

My Lords have under their consideration the following Returns ; viz. Of the 
Establishment of the Auditor General’s Office, of the Office of the Clerk of the 
Pells, of the Office of the Teller of the Exchequer, and of the Vice Treasurer’s 
Office; from which it appears that the expense of these Establishments, in the 
year ended 5th January 1822, was as follows :

And which, subject to the payments in respect of increased salaries for length of 
service, to the salary of the Record branch, and to those special allowances, will 
occasion an eventual saving of 9,634/. 2 s. 7 £</. ; but which saving will, in the 
first instance, be diminished by the amount of the compensation which it may 
be deemed proper to grant to the officers and clerks whose services may be 
discontinued. 

My Lords are now pleased to direct a warrant to be prepared for discontinuing 
the several separate char ges upon the Civil List, amo unting to 10,424/. 125. 3 Id., 
from the 10th October last, and lor charging upon ~ThatHrH«LjTom that time, the 
same total sum of 10,424/. 125. 3 id. per annum, and for issuing the- same to 
the Vice Treasurer for the time being, by equal quarterly payments, for the pur- 
pose of paying the salaries, allowances, and contingent expenses, which may from 
time to time become due in the office of the Teller of the Exchequer and Vice- 
Treasurer, according to the establishments referred to; and to direct, that after 
satisfying the salaries and contingent expenses of these offices, the surplus which 
may remain of the sum issued from the Civil List be paid into the Exchequer, to 
the account of the Consolidated Fund; and my Lords desire that an account, 
made up to the 5th January of each year, of these receipts and payments, may be 
transmitted to them. 

My Lords have also under their consideration the claims of the several persons 
whose offices have by this arrangement been abolished ; and an account, transmitted 
by Lord Roden, of the emoluments enjoyed by each of those persons in each of 
the last three years ; also a memorial from some of the persons employed in that 
Department, praying compensation upon the abolition of their offices ; and they 
are of opinion that, considering the nature of their appointments, and the length of 
time they have held them, it may be proper to assign the following allowances, 
payable by equal quarterly payments out of the Consolidated Fund in Ireland,

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Prepare Warrant for charging the said allowances upon the Consolidated Fund in 
Ireland ; but let a clause be inserted in the said warrant, stating that all the said 
persons (except the Earl Roden and the Earl of Shannon) are liable to be called 
into the Public Service in Ireland whenever their services may be necessary ; and 
that in case they should be appointed to situations of annual value and advantage 
equal to or greater than those which they now hold, and in respect of which these 
compensations are directed to be paid to them, the allowances thereby granted 
shall be wholly suspended during their continuance in such situations, or if such 
situation shall be of less annual value, a proportionate reduction to be made from 
the amount of such allowances. Two of the individuals in the Auditor General’s 
office having served less than five years, viz. Samuel Maugin and Edward Bellew 
my Lords are pleased to direct a letter to be written to the Vice Treasurer 
authorizing him to pay to each of them the sum of 130 /. as a gratuity upon their 
discharge, and to include the same in the contingent account of the expenses of his 
office. 



Read a Memorial from Mr. M‘Laughlin, dated the 7th October last, praying that 
he may be transferred to the office of the Vice Treasurer upon the abolition of the 
office of Auditor General, in which he is at present employed. 

Write to Mr. M‘Laughlin, acquainting him that the Vice Treasurer was authorized 
to select from the persons in the Auditor General’s department, now discontinued, 
such clerks as he might think necessary to be employed in his own department, and 
my Lords cannot interfere with his selection. 



Read letter from the Vice Treasurer of Ireland, dated the 27th September last, 
submitting that it is unnecessary to require the clerks in the Teller’s office to °ive 
security either to the Grown or to the Teller, and detailing the instructions which it 
may, in his opinion, be proper to give to the Teller for the execution of the duties 
of his department. 

Read letter from Mr. Hume, acting Teller of the Exchequer in Ireland, dated 
the 27th September last, also expressing . his opinion that it is unnecessary to 
require the clerks employed in his . office to give security. 

Write to the Vice Treasurer and Mr. Hume respectively, acquainting them that 
my Lords concur with them that it is unnecessary to require security from the 
clerks employed in the Teller’s office. 

My Lords are pleased to direct instructions to the Teller of the Exchequer in 
Ireland to be prepared for their signature, to the following effect : 
tj . revenues collected in Ireland, and all other monies applicable to the 

lublic Service, having been directed to be paid into the Bank of Ireland to vour 
account, you are required, immediately upon the production of a receipt from" the 
Bank for the payment, to prepare your official receipt for the same, expressing 
thereon the amount paid, and the account in respect of which the payment is made, 
winch account you are required to send to the office of the Vice Treasurer, to be 
there entered and countersigned by him, or by such officer as he shall appoint, and 
which receipt so countersigned, being returned to you, you are to deliver to the 
party making the payment. 

In all cases where the Vice Treasurer gives an order for payment upon you, 
you are to require such order to be accompanied by the warrant or authority upon 
which it shall be founded ; and you are to enter upon such warrant or other authority 
the number, date, and amount of your draft upon the Bank of Ireland, which draft 
you are to transmit to the Vice Treasurer for counter- signature ; and you are to 
retainthe Vice Treasurers order as your authority for the payment, returning to the 
Vice J reasurer the warrant or other instrument upon which such order shall have 
been issued by him.

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Y ou will specify the total of all such, deductions in your drafts to enable the 
officer in the Vice Treasurer’s Office appointed to countersign the same,. to see that 
the amount of the draft and the fees constitute the amount directed by his order to 
be paid. 

You are to draw a separate draft on the Bank of Ireland for each general head 
of service stated in the Vice Treasurer’s order for payments. 

On Monday in every week you are to deliver into the Vice Treasurer’s Office 
a weekly Abstract in duplicate, according to such form as shall from time to time 
be prescribed, of the receipts, issues, and remains in the Treasury in Ireland, to 
the Saturday preceding, accompanied with the vouchers for the payments ; and when 
the said abstracts of receipts and payments have been examined, compared, and 
found correct, the vouchers will be returned to you to remain in your possession 
until you render your final account for audit. 

You are in all matters relating to the execution of the duties of the Office of 
Teller of the Exchequer in Ireland to conform to and obey all such regulations or 
orders as you may from time to time receive from us, or from the Commissioners 
of the Treasury for the time being. 

Write to the Governor and Deputy Governor of the Bank of Ireland, acquaint- 
ing them that the offices of Auditor General and Clerk of the Pells in Ireland 
have been abolished from the 10th October last; and desire they will give direc- 
tions, that all drafts of the Teller of the Exchequer in Ireland for issuing money 
for the Public Service, provided such drafts are counter-signed either by the Vice 
Treasurer, or by some officer to be specially nominated by him for that service, 
and whose name and signature will be communicated to them by the Vice 
Treasurer, may be duly honoured. 

Transmit a copy of this Minute to the Vice Treasurer for his information and 
guidance, and direct him to issue his orders for paying all warrants remaining 
unissued in the Office of the Auditor of the Exchequer on i oth October, and to 
counter-sign receipts for any public money lodged at the Bank of Ireland to the 
credit of the Teller of the Exchequer, but for which a receipt may not have been 
regularly passed by the Aud itor of the Exchequer prior to the 10th October last. 

Read letter from the Solicitor, dated 10th December last, enclosing an opinion 
of the Attorney and Solicitor General upon a case submitted to them in regard to 
the mode in which the Teller of the Exchequer in Ireland should be hereafter 
appointed, in which they submit, that as no particular mode is directed by the Act 
referred to in the case, the appointment may be made by this Board, by Warrant 
under their hands, in the same manner as other appointments by them. 

My Lords read their Minute of 20th September last, directing a warrant to be 
prepared for appointing Arthur Hume, Esq. Teller of the Exchequer, but the 
preparation of which Warrant has been suspended in consequence of its having 
been deemed necessary to take the opinion of the Attorney and Solicitor General 
upon the subject. 

Let a Warrant be now prepared for the appointment of Mr. Hume.
